WHEREAS Her most Excellent Majesty Queen Victoria, by Her Letters 
Patent, bearing date the Sixth day of October, in the year of our Lord 
One thousand eight hundred and sixty, in the twenty-fourth year of Her 
reign, did, for Herself, Her heirs and successors, give and grant unto me, 
the said Arthur Serjeant, Her special licence that J, the said Arthur 
Sarjeant, my executors, administrators, and assigns, or such others as 
I, the said Arthur Sarjeant, my executors, administrators, and assigns, 
should at any time agree with, and no others, from time to time and at

that I, the said Arthur Sarjeant, my executors or administrators, by an 
instrument in writing under my, or their, or one of their hands and seals, 
should particularly describe and ascertain the nature of the said Inven- 
tion, and in what manner the same was to be performed, and cause the same 
to be filed in the Great Seal Patent Office within six calendar months next 
and immediately after the date of the said Letters Patent. 

Now KNOW YE, that I, the said Arthur Sarjeant, do hereby declare 
the nature of my said Invention, and in what manner the same is to be 
performed, to be particularly described and ascertained in and by the fol- 
lowing statement thereof, that is to say :— 

My Invention consists in mixing with ale, beer, and malt liquors, generally 
after being brewed and prior to or after fermentation, taraxacum; I prefer to 
use it in the state of concentrated extract, and in the proportion of about twenty 
grains of the extract to about one pint of the liquor, ale, or porter.
